The mission of the 5th Opera­ 
tional Training Unit, 
Ferrying 
Division of the Army Air Field 
here was changed September 24 
from that of a C-47 flight train­ 
ing school to that of a Ferrying 
Division service station, and the 
personnel stationed there is in 
the process of being reduced to 
approximately 25 per cent of its 
present strength, 
according to 
Colonel 
Edward 
F. 
Hubbard, 
commanding officer. 
His state­ 
ment also emphasized that the fa­ 
cilities of the base will not be 
abandoned by the Air Transport 
Command. 
The projected work-load hence­ 
forth will 
consist 
of servicing 
transient aircraft and east and 
west bound military air transport 
planes each day. 


STAFF REDUCED 


Also in the process’of being re­ 
duced is the equipment and sup­ 
plies, the Colonel said. Soldiers 
scheduled for discharge under 
the point and age system will 
probably be sent 
to separation 
centers, and others will be trans­ 
ferred to 
Air 
Transport Com­ 
mand installations in the United 
States and overseas. 
Col. Hub­ 
bard pointed out that approxi­ 
mately 16 officers and 300 enlist­ 
ed and civilian personnel will be 
necessary to maintain the new 
operation. He added that civil­ 
ians will be used wherever pos­ 
sible to replace enlisted person­ 
nel in keeping with demobiliza­ 
tion policies. 
“The conversion of 
the base 
here,” said Col. Hubbard, “fol­ 
lows closely the program of de­ 
mobilization. There is less need 
for C-47 pilots for the Ferrying 
Division or any other branch of 
the 
Air 
Transport 
Command. 
However, the present facilities of 
the field will be used in servicing 
airships now being used in trans­ 
porting the wounded, personnel 
being re-deployed to overseas sta­ 
tions, and soldiers being brought 
back to 
this 
country 
for dis­ 
charge,” the commanding officer 
added.

I Rise to Remark ” 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


About the vacation trip: Sur­ 
prisingly, this was the first time 
either Mrs. Phillips and I had 
even driven across the country. 
When we came to California, we 
had been 
in 
Colorado Springs, 
and had bought a second-hand 
car there, piled it with the fam­ 
ily possessions and driven to the 
fabulous land of California, “to 
stay a few months” and see what 
it was like. 
When we settled 
down in Banning it was “to stay 
a year” to get over a physical 
condition due to the war. That 
was 20 years ago. 
The session of Congress which 
ended in July was a tough one. 
We had been working more than 
12 hours a day in this office for 
months. We 
had 
stayed three 
weeks to catch up on accumulat­ 
ed mail and other matters. 
We 
were both tired. The trip by auto 
seemed 
to 
offer 
a 
complete 
change 
from 
the 
Washington 
grind. 
I had two chances to go ábroad 
this summer, as I said in an earl­ 
ier column, once to take a sort 
of educational trip, in which I 
was not particularly interested, 
and once to take a quick trip to 
England and 
France 
to check 
again into the food situation. The 
latter was tempting, but after the 
session, California was the most 
tempting place of all. At that I 
got only six days in the District, 
and only two days in Banning. 
We 
took 
the 
route 
home 
through Maryland the corners of 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Iowa, Nebraska, Wyoming, 
Utah and then through Reno into 
Northern California and down 


the coast. We stopped at Lincoln 
to see the older son, a Tech-Ser- 
geant there, and on the way back 
we stopped in Phoenix to see the 
younger son, a Lieutenant in the 
Air Corps. He had hoped to drop 
south to see Midge, at the Cher­ 
ry Point Marine Base, North Car­ 
olina, but the Congress got am­ 
bitious and 
began 
to vote out 
postwar bills, and we had to cut 
that out. One reason we wanted 
to go down there was to be able 
to tell W alter Pittm an that we 
had been to the other end of 
Highway 70, which duplicates his 
Highway 60 
through 
Banning, 
and then runs into the Atlantic 
ocean quite near Cherry Point. 
I look forward w ith some con- 
ern to future family discussions 
on the war. 
In our family we 
have the A ir Corps, the Marines, 
and the Infantry, 
with the old 
man putting in a plug for Ord­ 
nance. No Navy. At the moment 
I think the Marines are ahead. 
The nice thing about being in 
World W ar I 
instead of II, is 
that we never 
had 
any doubt 
about who won the 
war. 
The 
M.P.’s won it! 
We started out on the narrow­ 
er, winding 
roads 
of the East. 
They 
bother 
my 
California 
friends, who would like all roads, 
from ocean to ocean to be straight 
and hard and laned like the road 
up the Imperial Valley. Califor­ 
nia roads are the best in the 
country. Best paved, more paved, 
better signed. Eastern and Mid­ 
dle-western roads are not well 
signed, old and dim signs, side to 
the road instead of facing traf­ 
fic, and often not signed at all.

Clarified When 


Supervisors Meet 


Returning Saturday from Sac­ 
ramento, where a meeting of 40 
or more supervisors and other 
county officials representing 31 
California counties was held to 
clarify provisions of the federal 
aid highway program, Supervis­ 
ors Clarence A. Steves, Corona, 
and W alter V. Pittman, River­

Fifty-six and 
six-tenths per cent of the tourist 
inquiries directed

of Commerce 
have come from states east of the 
Mississippi river, clearly reveal­ 
ing the extent of additional tra f­ 
fic in the East which rem ains to 
be developed by air transporta­ 
tion. Evidence such as this shows 
a definite need on the part of 
Palm Springs 
for 
at least one 
through air carrier to the east, 
D irect air transportation to the

It is 
only necessary to reflect upon the 
increase in air traffic to Phoenix 
resulting from the authorization 
of th a t point on TWA’s Route 2 
to realize the im portance of air 
transportation to a resort area of 
this character.

Springs, and th e “Sun C ountry” 
advertising w ith which American 
has popularized the Phoenix and 
Tucson resort areas would sim i­ 
larly spur the developm ent of air 
travel to Palm Springs. With the 
Oklahoma C ity “cu to ff’, A m eri­ 
can can now more actively than 
ever promote tourist travel from 
the M idwest to the resort areas 
on its route of Tucson, Douglas, 
Phoenix and Palm Springs.

A ir service 
to

from the East passes it by every 
day, and because it requires only 
one additional mile from Am eri 
can’s direct Phoenix-Los Angeles 
route, the additional cost of sat­ 
isfying the definite public need 
for such service would be rela­ 
tively small.

Two Ex-Prisoners 
Of Japs Recover 
At Hospital Here 


First soldiers to reach Torney 
G eneral Hospital from im prison­ 
m ent in Japan arrived at the hos­ 
pital last Thursday just four days 
flying time from the Tokyo air 
field. They are Sgt. W alter L. 
W hite, Phoenix and Pfc. Jam es 
L. Zum w alt of Ajo, Arizona, tak ­ 
en at Corregidor May 6, 1942. 
Both appear to have withstood 
w ith considerable fortitude the 
long years of Japanese in tern ­ 
m ent which they agree was “gen­ 
erally pretty rough.” Three weeks 
of com paratively 
norm al living 
and adequate food have resulted 
in a 25-pound gain for each. 


GIVEN TREATMENT 


Brought into the Tokyo area 
Septem ber 1 from their prisons 
at 
Toyama 
and 
Nogata, 
they 
spent four days in Tokyo H arbor 
aboard the hospital ship M ari­ 
gold, m eeting for the first tim e in 
alm ost three years. 
Upon their arrival at Osaka, 
A rm istice Day, 1942, Sgt. W hite 
was sent 
directly 
to 
a prison 
camp in M anchukuo where he re ­ 
m ained 18 
m onths, 
while Pfc. 
Zum w alt spent a sim ilar period 
at Camp B-3 Yokohama. During 
the following years they labored 
for the Japanese, 
living under 
the stark, brutal conditions which 
every American 
now associates 
with 
Nipponese 
treatm ent 
of 
prisoners. 


SUFFER IN CAMP 


Restricted diet which brought 
slow starvation and beri-beri to 
many, repeated beatings, confine­ 
m ent in cold 
cells 
after being 
stripped of 
all 
clothing during 
sub-zero w eather, and other dis­ 
ciplinary 
m easures 
for 
any 
breach 
of camp 
rules 
became 
commonplace details of their long 
prison confinement. 
Now becoming 
readjusted to 
freedom and home, they declare 
that the greatest em otional ex­ 
perience came

they first 
saw m en of the A m erican forces. 
Said Pfc. Zum w alt, “It’s great 
being home and strangely enough 
it’s the small things we never 
noticed before w hich now seem 
most significant to us.”

Building Code Not 


to Mean Relaxation 


• Recent action by City Council 
in authorizing a study of the 
present Building Code, looking to 
its 
revision and m odernization 
has been construed by som e as 
m eaning th at the present high 
standards 
of building req u ire­ 
m ents and 
enforcem ent policy 
w ould be relaxed. 
This is not 
true in any respect as the present 
plan is to develop an even more 
rigid program of B uilding reg u ­ 
lation 
control,” 
C ity 
m anager 
M. Sorum said yesterday follow ­ 
ing m any queries from prospec­ 
tive builders. 
“If we are to keep apace of 
m odern building trends an d are 
interested in the developm ent of 
our com m unity through th e con­ 
struction of m odern 
attractive 
and safe buildings, w e m ust take 
steps to revise and m odernize our 
present B uilding Code,” h e con­ 
tinued. “This, of course cannot 
be accom plished overnight. W ith 
the realization th at m any m onths 
of hard w ork are involved in the 
solution of this m ost im portant 
undertaking, the success o r fail­ 
ure of our efforts w ill be m ea­ 
sured by the degree of w isdom 
w hich is exercised a t this tim e in 
laying the groundw ork for this 
program .” 
C ity council at its last m eeting 
authorized Mr. Sorum to g ather 
a com m ittee of builders and re p ­ 
resentative V illagers to study the 
present code w ith a view to re ­ 
vision and m odernization, a t the 
sam e tim e keeping th e high stand­ 
ards of safety and public health 
em bodied in the present o rdin­ 
ance. 
Mr. Sorum said a t the tim e 
th at this w as not, in any sense, to 
be construed as an easing of the 
health and safety standards now 
incorporated in the building code.

HUNDREDS TRAINED 


Since December 1, 1944, when 
the mission 
of 
the 
field was 
changed from that of ferrying 
planes to 
modification centers 
and to battle arenas around the 
world, to that of a training unit, 
and its name changed from the 
21st Ferrying Group to the 5th 
OTU, hundreds 
of pilots were 
trained to fly the C-47, giant 
work-horse of the Air Transport 
Command. Many of these pilots 
were former combat pilots rotat­ 
ed back to this country. 
These 
pilots went from Palm Springs to 
every fighting front of the world. 
For a time it was the home 
base of a detachment of flight 
nurses and crews assigned to hos­ 
pital evacuation duty, picking up 
wounded at ports of debarkation 
here in the United States and fly­ 
ing these 
soldiers 
to hospitals 
nearest their homes. It was also a 
Military Air Transport depot. 


FOUNDED IN 1942 


The air 
field 
was originally 
founded as a sub-unit of the 6th 
Ferrying Group at Long Beach 
in April, 1942. In October of the 
same year it was designated as 
the 459th Air Base Squadron. In 
March of 1943, it was activated as 
a group and called the 21st Fer­ 
rying Group. 
It was during this period that 
pilots assigned to the 21st Ferry­ 
ing Group flew the air routes of 
the world 
in 
the 
delivery of 
planes to every theater of oper­ 
ation around the globe. It was 
not uncommon for a pilot to re­ 
turn to Palm Springs within a 
period of 30 days or less, and 
talk about the sights he had seen 
in Calcutta, India, or more than 
half way around the world from 
there in London, England, where 
he had just enough time to watch 
the changing of the guard oh the 
palace grounds. 


TRAINING CENTER 


Not uncommon was the excla­ 
mation of these pilots on their 
return from some foreign deliv­ 
ery: “Am I glad to get back to 
Palm Springs 
and some 
good 
American scenery!” 
Many sons 
and daughters in years to come 
will look at their birth certifi­ 
cates and will ask their mothers 
and fathers what kind of a place 
is Palm Springs. 
From 
November, 1943, until 
April, 1944, ferrying activities of 
the 21st 
Ferrying 
Group were 
temporarily suspended, 
and the 
training of pilots to ferry pursuit 
planes was inaugurated. 
These 
trained 
airmen 
on graduation 
were used to augment the deliv­ 
ery of P-51s and P-47s to our 
fighting forces. 
When this school was moved to 
Brownsville, Texas, ferrying, air 
evacuation and the servicing of 
aircraft became the basic tasks 
again. 


INTENSIVE WORK 


During the C-47 training period 
and 
the re-designation of its 
name 
to the 
5th Operational 
Training Unit, students attending 
this school received an intensive 
course. 
The m ain purpose was 
the upgrading of airmen to Class 
three as first pilots of twin en- 
gined aircraft in the Air Trans­ 
port Command. 
The commanding officers of the 
base from its inception to date, 
were: Lt. Col. Andrew B. Can­ 
non; Lt. Col. Richard D. Mor­ 
gan, Lt. Col. Albert Higgins, Lt. 
Col. Frederick H. Foerster, and 
Col. 
Robert 
J. 
Goewey, 
just 
transferred to Cincinnati. 


more than a year to supply all of 
their needs. But he pointed out 
that there were a potential eight 
million personal flyers in the na­ 
tion and that these would bring 
about the aviation age—if there 
were facilities for them.

merce, which has been its permanent home for the last 16 months. 


The group, 
which 
began as*' 
merely one of many USO activ­ 
ities in the town, has developed 
into a regular Village institution. 
It is an entirely independent or­ 
ganization, run by those who at­ 
tend it. Everyone is welcome. In 
fact, the more newcomers the bet­ 
te r the old-timers like it. For it 
is not a club. It is an open forum 
on public affairs. 


MANY PRESENT 


The anniversary meeting was 
attended by 
civilians 
and sol­ 
diers. 
It was a representative 
gathering, for after the group 
left the USO, the civilian ele­ 
ment began to predominate. The 
subject was “Are National Plan­ 
ning and Government Control a 
Threat to Democracy?” It was in­ 
troduced "by Pfc. Vito Gennaro of 
Torney Hospital. Following the 
paper, there was an hour of gen­ 
eral discussion, then refreshments 
and the usual informal talk over 
coffee. 
When Mrs. Eloise Hirt of the 
USO began the group in Septem­ 
ber, 1943, its principal purpose 
was to make soldiers more aware 
of the issues for which they were 
fighting. This more or less con­ 
tinued to be its aim during the 
first year. 
During the second 
year, however, its discussions be­ 
came more general and cultural 
subjects began to appear. 
Na­ 
tional affairs and foreign policy 
still predominated 
on 
the pro­ 
gram, but there w ere also discus­ 
sions of literature, painting and 
music. 


SEVERAL INNOVATIONS 


There 
were 
several 
experi­ 
ments, too. A picnic meeting, for 
instances. Then a series of two 
symposiums on the gains and 
losses of the war. First individual 
gains and losses were discussed. 
The meeting the next week eval­ 
uated group gains and losses. And 
not long ago necessity was the 
mother of 
another experiment. 
The speaker failed to show up. 
So the group plunged into the 
subject of 
“Demobilization and 
its Conflicts” with nothing pre­ 
pared in advance. 
An idea of the group’s scope 
can perhaps be gained from the 
topics chosen at the anniversary 
meeting for October, the first 
month of the group’s third year. 
The subject chosen for October 
2 was, “The Problems Presented 
by the Returning Negro Soldier,” 
w ith Anne Lovett as the speaker. 
On October 9 the group will dis­ 
cuss “Should 
Hollywood Make 
Movies 
Designed 
to Influence 
Public Opinion?” with Pfc. Gen­ 


naro as the speaker. October 16 
the subject will be, “The Army’s 
Effect On Character,” led by Sgt. 
Ross Parmenter. The topics for 
the remaining two Tuesdays of 
the month 
will 
be “Socialized 
Medicine,” and "The Position of 
Organized Labor in the Post-war 
World.”

Service Men 
Get First Chance 
At Army's Surplus 


The GIs post-war dreams are 
getting better all the time, espe­ 
cially if his plans include buying 
a farm or owning his own busi­ 
ness. 
This was indicated in the an­ 
nouncement of the Smaller War 
Plant 
Corporation, 
a 
federal 
agency, that top priority will be 
accorded eligible 
veterans who 
desire to purchase surplus war 
goods for use in their own busi­ 
ness, after such goods are declar­ 
ed available by the Army and 
listed for sale by federal prop­ 
erty disposal agencies. 


TO SOLDIERS FIRST 


The 
SWPC 
informed 
Ninth 
Service Command headquarters 
at Fort Douglas, Utah, that sur­ 
plus goods, including jeeps, will 
oe sold exclusively to qualified 
ex-service m en for a period of 
18 days after the items have been 
declared available by the Depart­ 
ment of Commerce. 
However, they stressed the fact 
that in order to be eligible to 
make purchases, discharged vet­ 
erans must be 
in 
business for 
themselves or own a farm or have 
at least a half interest in the en­ 
terprise. SWPC officials empha­ 
sized that property secured un­ 
der those conditions must not be 
re-sold or refabricated. 


ACT AS AGENT 


T he‘value of sur plus property 
any ex-service men can buy is 
set at $2,500. The SWPC, which 
has regional offices in principal 
cities throughout the nation, will 
act as agent for the veteran in 
purchasing desired property from 
one of the federal surplus prop­ 
erty disposal agencies. 
At the end of the 18-day pe­ 
riod, local governments and tax- 
free institutions will be given an 
opportunity during the next 12 
days to purchase Army surplus 
goods. What remains w ill then be 
placed on the open m arket and 
sold to dealers for resale to the 
general public. 
Getting back 
to 
the popular 
jeep—after the two exclusive pe­ 
riods, they will be available to 
the public through the U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Commerce, a federal 
agency, which disposes of Army 
surplus to other agencies and to 
dealers. The Department of Com­ 
merce emphasized that jeeps are 
not being 
sold 
at 
the present 
time.
